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6. PRC/US: CHINESE LEGISLATOR CONDEMNS KOUS1 SANCTIONS 
NATIONAL PEOPLE'S CONGRESS [ HPC ] STANDING COMMITTEE HBHBBR 
PU HAO ACCUSED THE US HOUSE OP REPRESENTATIVES OP 
"FLAGRANTLY INTERFERING" WITH CHINA'S SOVEREIGN AFFAIRS, 
ACCORDING TO XINHUA YESTERDAY. PU NOTED THAT SANCTIONS 
WOULD ONLY "DAMAGE AND WORSEN" US-CHINA RELATIONS 
"ESTABLISHED THROUGH THE PAST DECADE OF EFFORTS." THE 
HOUSE AMENDMENT WAS DECRIED AS VIOLATING INTERNATIONAL LAW
